“Daybreak disclosed the Dutch all 
around Dundee. As soon as they were 
in position on the hill behind Feter- 
smiths house, where they posted a can- 
non, rifie fire became general, and to 
wake us up they put several shells and 
shots slipping into the camp, causing 
a speedy evacuation of the tents. Our 
guns were soon in action and replied with 
The whizzing of the ene- 
my’s shots as they passed over our heads 
had music in them, but beyond a natural 
dodging of heads their effect was not 
disastrous. 

“So effective was our artiltery fire that 
‘he Boers 
were all but silenced. I couid see from 
my position how telling it was. I could

“Ag soon as the Boer fire stackened, 
our artillery, which had been beautifully 
served, trotted into town and . posted 
themselves. They soon compelled the 
enemy to retire, but yet they appeared 
like so many bees in groups on every 
place of vantage on the ridge which skirts 
the town, while others were driven to- 
ward the coal fields. 

“Our guns continued to play on Smith's 
hill, where beautiful practice was made. 
As the shells burst the Dutchmen could 
be seen scampering for cover. While 
our guns were so engaged the Hussars 
deployed on the left flank. After five 
minutes’ sharp work all was over. 

“This may be put down as the first 
battle of Dundee. 

‘The battie was soon renewed with 
great vigor. At 7:35 a message arrived 
telling the camp that nine thousand 
Boers were marching on us with the 
intention of attacking our rear. A heavy 
mist which capped the surrounding hills 
obscured their approach and they were 
expected at any hour. 

“The only casualty yet known on our 
side is that of a trumpeter in the Sixty- 
ninth battery.’’

Admiral Dewey finds that it will be nec- 
essary to cancel the engagements he has 
entered into to visit certain cities and 
to decline all invitations for the present. 
He finds that the mental strain incident 
to such visits {fs serlously affecting his 
health.” 

This is the substance of an authorized 
statement given to your correspondent 
by Lieutenant Caldwell, private secre- 
tary to the admiral. Lieutenant Cald- 
well added that the admiral has been 


{na nervous state for several days past, 


and his friends were very anxious about 
him. Under the circumstances, his en- 
gagements to go to Atlanta, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and other cities are all de- 
clared off. 

Parly this morning Admiral Dewey au- 
thorized a telegram to this effect to be 
sent to Atlanta, at the same time ex- 
pressing his sincere regret that his physi- 
cal condition forces him to be absent 
from the Brumby celebration next 
Wednesday. The dispatch also contained 
the assurance that Lieutenant Brumby 
will proceed to Atlanta alone, according 
to the original programme. Mr, Brown, 
general agent of the Southern rallway, 
was also notified of the admiral’s change 
of plans, and the result was Hvely tele- 
graphing between ‘Washington and At- 
lanta during the remainder of the day. 

It would be difficult to express in cold 
type the full extent of the disappoint- 
ment felt in Atlanta when it Was an- 
nounced that Dewey had cancelled his 
engagement to visit that city. Repre- 
sentative Livingston was requested to 
urge the admiral to reconsider his deci- 
sion, and the Atlanta congressman made 
several visits to the Everett. He was 
unable to see the admiral, ‘but held @u- 
merous conferences with Lieuterants 
Brumby and Caldwell, and through them 
conveyed to the admtra] the hope of the 
citizens of Atlanta that by Monday his 
health might be improved sufficiently to 
enable him to make the journey south, as 
originally intended. He was assured 
that all the entertainments contemplated 
in his thonor would be abandoned and 
the simplest programme imaginable be 
substituted and the admiral would only be 
present at the ceremony attending the 
presentation of the sword to Lieutenant 
Brumby.

And this is saying 
much, Suter deserves credit—except 
when he coaches from the side line—for 
his splendid work, but it may be safely 
presumed that today he is callous to ad- 
verse criticism of any kind, for success 
is an unanswerable argument. 

The Game in Detail. 

The hands of the referee's watch stood 
at 2:55 when the Sewanee players trotted 
out on the field, and began their practice. 
No cheers greeted them. but the bleach- 
er boys were several minutes makine up 
their minds to guy them, so hard did they 
look at the fine, healthy chaps from Ten- 
nesses, “i 

“I see they have the old Princeton tac- 
tics down fine,’’ remarked Referee Tay- 
lor, of Yale, as the men began punting, 
catching and falling on the ball, And 
they did. Not only did they have the 
tactics in practice, but they had them all 
during the game, when by hard bucks 
and steady head-work playing they won 
the game. 

While the Sewanee players were falling 
on the ball a different scene was being 
enacted around the dressing room of 
the Georgia aggregation. Consternation 
was in the camp. The Sewanee men had 
made a kick of professionalism against 
Finnegan—fast, end-running, ground- 
gaining Finnegan—Finnegran,the star man 
of the Georgia team. And it looked as if 
the charge would be sustained by Referee 
Taylor. a 

A telegram had been received by Man- 
ager Lea, of Sewanee, from President 
Hamilton, of Pendington college, New 
Jersey, announcing that Finnegan had 
done good work for the institution as 
physica] instructor. Finnegan said he 
received no money for the work, but that 
each clasa had such a man as leader. 
The referee thought that it would not 
be a g00d idea to play him under the cir- 
cumstances, but Captain Ritchie insisted. 

Finally it was agreed that the game 
should be played, and held under protest 
until the question about Finnegan should 
ba settled. 

The referee called out the Georgia team, 
and in a few minutes he signaled for the 
play to commence, after a coin was toss- 
ed and Captain Ritchie had chosen the 
south @0al by calling tails as the coin fell. 

The Game Begins Now. 

The fact that. Georgia won the toss-up 
made it necessary for Sewanee to kick 
it whirling toward Georgia’s goal. Hew- 
lette brought it ten yards from Georgia's 
ten-yard line, where it had gone spin- 
ning. 

Georgia lines up, and McIntosh goes at 
Sewanee's line. A crash, and McIntosh 
is picked up seven yards nearer Sewanee’s 
£0al line than when the signal was given. 
The Georgia aggregation on tha bleachers 
begin to believe it is all up for Sewanee. 
McIntosh is again sent at the line for 
two yards. Hewlette followed for three, 
There is a fumble, and the ball is Se- 
wanee’s On Georgia’s thirty-five-vard line. 

Seiblea ig sent against the line, going 
twelve yards through a hole big enough 
for a wagon where the left guard should 
have been. But he drops the ball, a 
Georgia man falling on it. Georgia makes 
three yards. McIntosh, through ieft 
guard, gets eight yards. Hewlette fails 
to gain on fake pass. Finnegan four, 
Shannon one-half yards and the ball 
E0es over On downs, Again Seibles drops 
the ball, after making five yards through 
left guard. McIntosh makes two. two 
and a half and three yards, but the bal} 
is given Sewanee on an advance by the 
quarterback. . 

Hewlette Makes Good Run. 

Kilpatrick ig sent against right guard 
for six yards, but fails to follow with 
another gain. Seibles goes one vard and 
drops the ball, but Kilpatrick és on it in 
a flash.

Again the referee’s whistle is sounded, 
and McIntosh starts off the second half 
by kicking to Simkins on his twenty-yard 
line, Simkins kicks, on the line-up, buf 
Gouding does not know what to do, as the 
ball hits near him. He segs something 
must be done, so as the ball rolls toward 
the sideline he pushes it along, instead of 
falling ‘on it. Sewanee. however, does 
not lack knowledge, and one of her men 
falls on the ball.

During almost the entire time of the 
play the ball was in Georgtia’s territory, 
and never for a moment was Sewanee's 
goal in great danger. Both teams played 
pluckily, but Georgia lost the game on 
poor generalship and lack of knowledge. 
Sewanee should never have scored, and 
would hardly have done so, if Young had 
made MeIntosh kick the ball low and 
hard just before Sewanee scored in the 
first half, and had Gouding fallen on the 
ball in the beginning of the second half.

HERNDON PLACED 
BEHIND THE BARS 


Charged with the Murder of Jobo 
Lovinggoed, 


AT PISTOL, WILKES COUNTY

Lovinggood Made an Antemortem 
Statement, 


SAYING THAT HERNDON HAD SHOT HIM 


Prisoner Brought to Washington and 
Lodged in Jail—Excitement 
Over the Tragedy. 


Washington, Ga., October 21.—(Special.) 
The coroner’s inquest ‘and the justice 
commitment trial have brought out clear- 
ly the facts concerning the horrible killing 
of John J. Lovinggood by Dillard Hern- 
don, at Pistol, in this county, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The facts are these: On Monday evening 
last a merchant at Tiquall, arcompanied 
by the bailiff, went to Herndon’s home 
and demanded $20 for orders to which he 
had forged the name of his father-in-law. 
Herndon paid the amount ‘lemanied, but 
persisted in knowing what Lovinggood 
had told them about him (Herndon). 
Herndon had also passed a forged order 
on (Lovinggood and attempted a second, 
but was discovered. 

Yesterday morning Herndon left his 
home, three miles east of Pistol, with his 
double-barrelled shotgun, went to Loving. 
good’s store and remained until the time 
of the shooting. Meanwhile he bought a 
few loaded shells and other :nerchandise, 
to the amount of $5 and some cents. About 
3:30 o'clock in the afternoon Herndon 
handed Lovinggood a twenty-dollar bill in 
payment for his purchases. Lovinggood 
turned to his safe to make the change 
and Herndon fired both barrels cf his 
Sun, one taking effect just above the ¢o)- 
lar bone, ranging downward, and the sec- 
ond striking the shoulder. 

The unfortunate victim in his ante mor- 
tem statement gave facts as to the inoney 
transaction as above stated. 

After the horrible affair Herndon gath- 
ered up his arfigles of merchandise, shot- 
gun and shells and slowly walked to his 
home. 

At 3 o’clock this morning the c»roner’s 
jury made its verdict, that the deceased 
came to his death by wounds inflicted .by 
the discharge of a shotgun in rhe hands 
of Dillard Herndon. Herndon was a>: est- 
ed, searched and there was found $25 in 
currency and a ring in his possession. 
The evidence of the commitment trial 
showed that the safe was robbed and 
that the ring was Lovinggood’s and was 
in the safe until yesterday afternoon. 

Herndon was brought to Washington 
this morning and lodged in jail. He will 
not talk. The people at Pistol and vicinity 
are all excitement and several reports 
reached here early this morning to the 
effect that Herndon had been lynched. 

Mr. Lovinggood was a steady, substan- 
tial young merchant and his character is 
above reproach. Mr. Herndon is a fairly 
well-to-do farmer and his friends have 
no explanation for his conduct at this 
time. 


Wife Murderer Sentenced. 
Knoxville, Tenn., October 21.—(Special.) 
The supreme court of Tennessee today 
sentenced Charies F. Givens to hang 
vn December 14th. Givens instigated the 
murder of his wife two years ago. He 
hired his nephew, Wesly Dawn, to kill 
her with a shotgun, he having had the 
woman to seat herself near a window 
where Dawn could shoot from the out- 
side.

RACES LAST NIGHT 


Mexican Band and Motorcycles Brew 
a0 Immense Audience, 


BOB WALTHOUR’S GAME FIGHT 


He Was Defeated by Eaton After a 
Hard Struggle. 


THE CONTEST WAS A TERRIFIC ONE 


In the Open Race WaltHour Defeated 
Miller, the Six-Day Champion, 
in Brilliant Fashion. 


With bated breath thousands watched 
Walthour and Eaton ride lap after lap 
in their fifteen-mile match race last night, 
and when the ninety laps had been rid- 
den that same crowd could not realize 
that nearly a half hour had passed and 
that those terrible infernal motor tan- 
dems had been round the circle more 
than ninety times with their great follow- 
ers, the indoor kings of America. 

Walthour was beaten. But what of 
that. He fought out the greatest middle 
distance paced race of history—the most 
eventful middle distance race ever known, 
and he lost in a clever manner, def2ating 
Eaton in the sprint and gaining back per- 
haps thirty yards of the half lap he was 
behind. Without offering excuses for 
Walthour, it may be said that ne lcst 
through over anxiety. He was back of a 
motor tandcm that today stands on a 
par with any other tandem team in the 
wor!ld. 

Waller and Stafford, his pace makers, 
were more than bent upon beating the 
other motor team which paced Eaton, 
Stone and Judge. Desperation marked 
every movement of the two tandem teams 
as they tore round the banks tn a manner 
calculated to make the hair rtand cn 
end. The noise of the motors was deaf- 
ening, and added to this was the noise of 
the people, for thousands filled the buiid- 
ing and cheered alike for both competi- 
tors. Well they might cheer for as the 
miles went by the limit of speed was 
reached for the Atlanta track for mile 
after mile and both men were off théir 
feet at about the same time. The spectacle 
of two men both shaken by pace was seen, 
and still the wonder grew when both re- 
turned to form and again followed at the 
greatest speed which the motors could 
give them. 

Walthour made his first break in the 
third mile, when, after having drawn 
closer and closer to Eaton by hard riding,.

Especially noteworthy 
were the figures brought out by the re- 
ports of committees showing the phenom- 
enal growth which this young but pow- 
erful religious branch has attained since it 
first sprung into organic being from the 
gigantic intellect of Alexander Camp- 
bell fifty years ago.

One of the best arguments in favor of 
greater educational activity in connection 
with evangelical work during the century 
which is just before us comes from the 
pen of Rev. Edward A. Tabor, in the Ar- 
who thus epitomizes 
the importance of educational work dur- 
ing the next one hundred years: 

“The twentieth century is upon us; it 
dawns in one more year, and whatever its 
Possibilities are to be, the men ta make 
them are now being made. The ones to 
bear the heat and burden of its first de- 
cade are our boys and girls now in col- 
lege. What these boys and girls shal] be 
to the opening years of the twentieth cen- 
tury, we men and women of the closing 
year of the nineteenth century are making 
them. 

“Certain it is that the strongest man 
and woman making forces of this day are 
to be found in our Christian colleges, The 
men and women to make the coming cen- 
tury what the signs indicate its possibili- 
ties to be, must be of larger vision and 
stronger equipment, which can only come 
through better education. Whatever we 
get from this great movement fer Chris- 
tian education the dominating result must 
be one of spiritual power, Those who are 
to lead must have a firm grasp on the 
divine purposes in human redemption. In- 
geed, our Christian schools are rapidly 
demonstrating the fact that true educa- 
tion and evangelization go hand in hand 


s~our church is beginning to awaken to 


the fact. as has been truly said, that 
‘God can use sanctified intelligence bet- 
ter than he can sanctified ignorance,’ And 
as one of the most careful students of 
man has said, ‘There are more dangerous 
teachers in the world, but none equals 
the good man whose ignorance outweighs 
his goodness; the goodness floating the 
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1 ignorance while the ignorance does its 
fatal work.’ ”’

On Wednesday of this week the genera) 
assembly of Georgia will meet in regular 
session. Several of the prominent mem- 
bers have already arrived in Atlanta and 
are at work on matters appertaining to 
the legislature’s meeting, and on Monday 
President of the Senate Dodson and 
Speaker of the House Little are expected. 
They come to take any steps that may 
be necessary to the session, but especially 
to confer with the local committee with 
regard to the exercises at the capitol in 
honor of Lieutenant Brumby. 

The coming session of the legislature 
will be of more than usual interest. While 
there is no politics in it—that {s, no elec. 
tions—there are some important matters 
of state interest to be considered, and the 
result of the deliberations will doubtless 
be important legislation. 

The New Tax Bill. 

One matter to which very considerable 
time and attention will be devoted is that 
of taxation. The commission appointed at 
the last session has been hard at work 
during the recess and the new tax Dill 
will be presented in the committee’s report 
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during the first days of the session. This 
question of taxation is the one in which 
there is more general interest, perhaps, 
than any other, and naturally so. Taxa- 
tion comes home to every citizen of the 
state; and any plan which has for its 


| purpose the more equal distribution of the 


tax burdens will meet with hearty sup- 
port at the hands of the represe! ntatives of 
the people. 

Governor Candler will recommend the 
reform of the ballot. His recommenda- 
tions will take the form of general propo- 
sitions with no specific suggestion as to 
the method of securing the desired end, for 
the details he leaves to the lawmakers.

The Constitution has selected Mr. 
Jones to furnish the manuscript of the 
history of Georgia on account of the 
special] qualifications which he has for 
tha task. Being the son of Georgia’s 
most distinguished historian, the late 
Colonel Charles C, Jones, and possess- 
ing peculiar aptitude for the study of 
history, Mr. Jones has enjoyed the 
benafits of one of the most extensive 
libraries of the state in which to cul- 
tivate his love of historica! researches, 
Mr. Jones is the author of several im- 
portant works bearing upon Georgia's 
archives, and no one is better fitteg to 
undertake the work of presenting a 
history of the state for daily serial 
publication than he. 

The Shafter Letter. 

Captain Chadwick, of the New York,

The State Fair. 

The Constitution prints on another 
page a studious review of the extent, 
scope and possibilities of the present 
state fair from the pen of Mr. LP. J. 
Mofan. 

It is not oftan that a state fair rises 
to the dignity of its name. Either it 
resolves itself into mere county pro- 
portions, or becomes an exhibit of ri- 
val merchants in the town in which 
itis held. Owing to circumstances pe- 
culiar to the presant year, the state 
fair which is now going on is distinct- 
ly one devoted to the farmer and the 
manufacturer. The great interest 
which was aroused during the past 
year in farming matters has rein- 
spirad the men of the plow with the 
result that they have brought their 
work into competitive exhibition and 
have demonstrated that agriculture is 
the backbone of the industries of the 
state, 

The movemant for home manufac- 
tures has been co-incidentally pressed, 
and hence it is that we see the work- 
ers of Georgia, whether at tha piow 
or the anvil, fully keeping pace with. 
each other in their rivalry... The fair 
has been made their model school. ?t 
is up to the standard in avery respect. 
There is not about it a single shoddy 
feature. There is not a building upon 
the grounds but contains lessons of 
instruction as well as amusement for 
the people. There naver has been 
held a fair in Georgia in which the ag- 
ricultural and manufacturing displays 
were more complete. 
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A History of Georgia. 

Proceeding upon the idea that the 
duty of the newspaper is to educate 
the massas of the people as well as 
to perform the regular routine work 
of grinding out the news from day to 
day, The Constitution proposes on next 
Sunday to begin the serial publica- 
tion of the history of Georgia, pre- 
Banting it attractively in daily install- 
ments. Mr. Charles Edgeworth Jones, 
of Augusta, has been employed to fur- 
nish the manuscript of the history and 
the well-known abilities of this dis- 
tinguished young Georgian warrant the 
assuranca that the task will be per- 
formed with credit. 

Elsewhere in today’s issue of the 
paper will be found the details of the 
enterprise, which we command to the 
careful attention of our readers. No 
enterprise of like character and 
magnitude has before been undertak- 
en for a southern nawspaper. 

Since Oglethorpe landed on the bluffs 
of the Savannah river in 1733 Georgia's 
history has abounded in patriotic 
achievements and associations. One 
of the original thirtaen colonies which 
overthrew the yoke of British oppres- 
sion, she figured with conspicuous 
prominence in the war of the Ameri- 
can revolution, devoting thousands of 
her brava sons upon the altar of in- 
dependence and furnishing trom her 
own soil many of the battlefields on

The latter, however, doesn’t seem to 
be as effective as Sampson thinks it 
was.

But between the 6th 
and tha 14th General Miles, with the 
army which was afterwards sent to 
Porto Rico, made his appearance on 
the coast, and Toral made haste to 
accept the very liberal terms accorded 
him. 

Sampson himself appears to be a 
good man in his way, but is possesse]l 
by an awful craving for reputation. It 
is supposed that he is fond of Chad- 
wick, for his is the only name thwt 
appears in Sampson’s report of the 
naval engagement in which Schley de- 
stroved the Spanish fleet. Wa pre- 
sume that the admiral ‘magnified the 
effect of the letter. in order to please 
Chadwick's friends and neighbors in 
thee West Virginia town. The inten- 
tion does credit to Sampson's inten- 
tions, but his tendency of claiming 
things caused him actually to belittle 
Schley by taking all the credit him- 
self. 
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A Mote in the Sunbeam. 

Wholly apart from its legal bearing, 
we think that the movement which 
has been mada against various manu- 
facturing industries in this city in the 
matter of back taxes is very bad policy. 
Some of these industries have been 
built and put in operatian as the re- 
sult of the wall-known disposition of 
the city to deal with them as lenient- 
ly as possible with respect to taxa- 
tion, and there is not one of them that 
does not confer more benefit on tha 
city in the matter of population and 
additions to the money in circulation 
than would be derived from handicap- 
ping them with high taxes. 

The legal status of the affair is per- 
fectly well known. The municipall- 
ties of the state are the victims of a 
clause in a constitution supposed to 
be democratic. The citizens and tax- 
payers of these municipalities have had 
a very essantial right taken from them. 
The constitutional convention of 1877 
was composed of men who came to 
Atlanta inflamed with a righteous in- 
dignation against republican excesses 
in the matter of “state aid” to corpor- 
ations. We need not particularize 


nation. It is enough to say that the 
conservative counsels of such men as 
Colonel N. J. Hammond, Nelson A. 
Tift and others were for the most 
part set asida and the constitution was 
framed on reactionary lines which have 
left a very deep mark on the indus- 
trial history of the state 

The men whose names we have men- 
tioned had their influence; but for 
them and those who acted with them 
the organic law of the state would to- 
day be an intolerable incubus on the 
development of the state. They re- 
sisted what was reactionary as far as 
it was prudent for them to do so, 
yielding in some directions in order 
that they might succee in others. 

Under the constitution thus framed 
the rights of a municipal corporation 
to promote its own interests for the 
benefit of all is denied, and this denial 
is a blow in the face of democracy. 
In Georgia, a community may estab- 
lish a government of the people, by 
the people, but it cannot’ be 
a government (for the people, 
for the people who form the 
government’ and _. participate in it 
are denied tha right to promote their 
own interests in the only special way 
that today seems to be feasible. They 
have no right to add to their popula- 
tion, their trade and their commeatr- 
cial resources by offering special in- 
ducements to the productive industries 
that are springing up everywhere in 
the south.

‘The communities 
in these states are in full enjoyment 
of their democratic rights, and they 
are theraby enabled to put in operation 
a policy which, in a very short time, 
wherever it is taken advantage of, will 
not only increase the value of all tax- 
able property and bring into circula- 
tion a large volume of monay which 
otherwise would go elsewhere, but will 
add to the retail trade of the merchants 
and give a new and mora profitable 
market for the products of the farm. 

In Georgia, communities are prohib- 
ited by a reactionary organic law from 
formally exempting productive indus- 
tries from taxation for any period, and 
the consequence {is we see industrial 
development at a lower ebb here than 
in other southern states possessing 
like resources and advantages. 

We do not think that any property- 
owner in Atlanta has suffered any in- 
convanience from the failure of the 
city to make a high assessment on the 
productive industries within its limits. 
Take away these industries and the 
population which they support and it 
would be found that a very serious 
blow had been givan not only to our 
trade, but to every property interest in 
the city. 

Already the cotton mills in smaller 
communities around us have succeeded 
in diverting-a notable share of the 
wagon trade of Atlanta. This diver- 
sion will increase, and in other direc- 
tions, unless the city shall have {n the 
near future considerable additions fo 
the number of fts productive indus- 
trias.

THE COTTON CONGRESS 
TO MEET IN ATLANTA 


The cotton congress which is to assem- 
ble in this city on the 25th instant prom- 
ises to be largely attended, and its pro- 
ceedings will be full of interest for the 
people. 

The congress will be called to order 
by Hon. James Barrett, of Augusta. Mr. 
Barrett, speaking of the probable work 
of the body, said: 

“The state will be asked to place all 
warehouses urder bond, so that there 
will be a guarantee that their owners can 
stand investigation, and the receipts 
which they give for cotton held will have 
a legal status. What we want Is tnat 
cotton should be stored under safe con- 
ditions, so that the receipts for it would 
be bankable collateral which a farmer 
might use to raise money to met pressing 
emergencies These warehouses shguld 
be bonded with some securety 
companies which should have deposits 
with the state comptroller, just as is the 
case with other insurance companies. The 
cotton receipts issued would form the 
highest class of secureties, and wpon 
them the holders could get preferred 
rates of interest.’’

Percy Thompson, of: New York, 
will present the scheme of bonding ware- 
houses in detail before the convention, 
reading a paper on the “Plan of Bonded 
Warehouses.” Mr. Thompson gives @ 
synopsis of the address he will deliver: 

‘Those whom we seek to interest,’’ he 
said, ‘‘must be made to understand that 
the value of all property depends upon its 
converiibility; that the reason the banks 
like to loan money on “Vall street collat- 
eral is because they have a market there 
every day for the collateral if need be, 
and the same can be converted into cash 
in liquidation of a deot if the emergency 
arises. 

“They cannot loan money upon real ¢cs- 
tate because it ‘s an unavaliable asset. 
So it ig with cotton, but place this com- 
modity in a position where it becomes 4n 
available asset, and it immediately be- 
comes bankable collateral, The main 
principles covered by the proposed cotton 
storage warehouse system are: 

“To carry the warehousing facilities to 
the yard, building or plant, the owner 
utilizing vacant space fer warchousing 
purposes, and to give the owner a stand- 
ard warehouse receipt covering the raw 
material or manufactured product, ac- 
ceptable to bankers and capitalists every- 
where. 

“The property is deposited in the pos- 
session of an independent custodian (the 
warehouse company). The indorsement 
of the receipt or warrant by the owner 
gives the banker first lien on the proper- 
ty before all creditors or others. 

‘lhe National Surety Coinpany’s cer- 
tificate of quality and quantity assures 
-the banker that there is so much cotton 
in store, that the quentity is as stated, 
and that it is such a grade or quality; 


tations ne is at once informed as to the 
value thereof, thus forming a basis for 
his opinion as to the percentage thereon 
that he will loan. 

‘It is estimated that model warehouses 
such as are proposed will cost about $1,000 
each,”’

Mr. Hart, of the American Cotton Com- 
pany, said: 

“This scheme has been made possible 
by the vast improvement in the baling 
of cotton. When the plan was first fos- 
tered by the Farmer’s Alliance square 
baling of cotton was in vogue, andj the 
of storing these square bales, the 
insurance upon them, combined 
with the foolish attempt to make the 
scheme a government undertaking, 
swamped it in its infancy. 

‘Since then the round bales, now. s0 
popular, have ccmpletely revolutionized 
the entire system. These bales take just 
one-half the apace occupied by the square 
bales, and owing to the manner of their 
construction have been fcund to offer such 
wonderful resistence to fire that the in- 
surance rate is just one-half that: placed 
upon the square bales. 

“These two things, combined with the 
fact that the plan is now undertaken by 
private enterprise backed by practically 
unlimited wealth, makes its success an as- 
sured one The cotton grower, instead of 
being forced to unload upon the market, 
when there is such an abundance in sight 
that the value has secome depreciated, 
will be enab’ed to hold his product until 
such time as he can sell at a profit. 

“At the same time, by being able to 
borrow up to 80 per cent of its value, he 
will have met all the demands of his cred- 
itors. When the time comes to séll he 
will realize probably a cent more than if 
he had been forced through stress of cir- 
cumstances to unload at a time when cot- 
ton values were depreciated.”’

Bonner’s Will in Litigation. 

New York Journal: A contest against the 
probate of the will of Robert Bonner will be 
made on vehalf of Robert Allen Bonner and 
Lawrence Kip Bonner, children of his deceased 
son, Andrew Allen Bonner. David McClure, 
special guardian for these two grandchildren, 
who are still infants, asked Surrogate Fitzger- 
ald yesterday to appoint another temporary 
administrator for Mr. Bonner’s estate instead 
of the one asked for by the proponents. Rob- 
ert Edwin Bonner and Frederick Bonner, sons 
of the decedent, and his duughter, Mrs. Emma 
J. Forbes, to whom he left the bulk of his real 
and personal estate, valued at more than §$700,- 
000. The name of Frederick Bonner, who is 
one of the chief beneficiaries, and also one of 
the executors, was proposed to the surrogate, 
but Mr. McClure objected. He said that the 
will gave Frederick Ponner and his brother 
and sister their father’s house at No. 3 West 
Fifty-sixth street, the stables in West Fifty- 
fifth street and a farm near Tarrytown, as well 
as a share in the residue of the estate, while 
it gave his clients only a share in the residue. 
The two graidchildren’s bequests were to be 
held in trust by the executor until they came 
of age which would deprive theig mother of 
participation in the estate. In case the chil- 
dien should die while infants, their uncles and 
their aunt would get the money. The will is 
contested on the ground that undue influence 
was exercised over Mr. Bonner by his surviv- 
ing sons.

A very 
strong effort is being made by the repub- 
licans to defeat the fusion ticket in Ne- 
braska because that is Mr. Bryan’s home 
State, and they figure that defeat there 
this year may have the effect of discred- 
iting the democratic leader in the presi- 
dential campaign of next year by creat- 
ing the impression throughout the coun- 
try that Bryan is not as popular as he 
has been. 

In Pennsylvania the interest is in the in- 
ternal politics of the state, the Quay and 
anti-Quay fight. 

The legislative contests in New York 
and New Jersey are of little general inter- 
est, but that in Virginia interests all who 
watch politics because of the effort being 
made there to beat Senator Martin. That 
has, however, no national significance. 
Should the present senator be defeated 
his successor will be as strong a demo- 
crat as he, and the change would make 
no difference in the complexion of the 
upper house of congress.

Rested at Lowest Point—Snap Was En- 
lirely Lacking. 


STATISTICS ALL BEARISH 
Corn Was Strong and Only Held Back 
by Weakness in Wheat—Pro- 
visions Firm. 


Chicago, October 21.—Wheat got below the 
70 cent mark for December today and has es- 
tablished a low record for this option. Liqui- 
dation induced by steadily increasing stock in 
connection with an apathetic foreign demand 
caused the reduction in price. December -clos- 
ed with a loss of %@‘4 at 69%c. Corn and oats 
were relatively strong and closed a shade 
higher. Provisions ruled steady and closed a 
trifle up all around. 

Wheat opened weak and for the first two 
hours cultivated further heaviness. Lower 
cables and incications of a heavy increase in 
the visible supply discouraged longs and began 
to unlead freely from the start. The market 
showed considerable stubbornness, however, 
yielding grudingly and when finally the price 
got a fraction beiuw 70 cents the buying becam#éA 
s0 pronounced that a sharp upturn followed, 
the opening loss being fully regained. But the 
improvement was oniy temporary, as the bulls 
lost confidence owing to a flood of bearish sta- 
tistics. Then lquidation and short selling be- 
gan to weigh the market down again and the 
market continued to slump until the end, clos- 
ing weak at the bottom of the day’s range. 
December opened \% lower at 70@70%, declined 
to 69%, rose quickly to 70%. and declined again 
to 69% at the close. Chicago receipts were 134 
ears, four of which grade contract. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth got 715 cars, compared with

CHARLES EDGEWORTH JONES. 


OUTLINE OF THE HISTORY. 
Mr. Jones furnishes the following outline of the history: 


Mr. Charles Edgeworth Jones is by training and inheritanca a man 
of letters and a historian. His father possessed ona of the most valua- 
ble libraries and archaeological collections, and Mr. Jones was reared 
in an atmosphere of literature. Early in life he acquired a taste for col- 
lating facts in history, and ha expends great labor in arriving at accu- 
rate and reliable statements. He expresses his thoughts in an interest- 
ing and luminous way and his writings clothe entertaining incidents in 
language of marke] exactness. ' 

He was born in New York city on July 27, 1867, and ramoved to 
Augusta, Ga., in the spring of 1877; graduated at the University of Geor- 
gia in 1885, and after spending two years at Johns Hopkins university, 
studied law and was admitted to the Augusta bar in the fall of 1888, but 
besides biographical sketches 
and not a few miner contributions, “Education in Georgia” (1889), and 
“Political and Judicial Divisions of the Commonwealth of Georgia” (1892). 
He is historian of the Confederate Survivors’ Association of Augusta, 
having held that position sinca September, 1898, and is a member of the 
Society of the Cincinnati of the state of South Carolina. His father, the 
late Colonel Charles C. Jones, jr., LL.D., a lawyer by profession, was a 
most prolific author, baing Georkia’s latest and most distinguished his- 
torian, and having, as an archaeological writer, enjoyed a European 
reputation, During the war between the states he served as chief of ar- 
tillary for the military district of Georgia, and the Third military district 
of South Carolina. On his father’s side Mr. Jones is a great-great-grand- 
son of Major John Jones. a‘d-de-camp to General [Tachlan McIntosh, 
who fell before the British linés around Savannah during the memorabla 
assault by the French and American armies October 9, 1779. On his ma- 
ternal side he is a great-great-nephew of Hon. John MacPherson Berrien, 
attorney ganeral in the Jackson cadinet, and United States senator from 
Georgia. 

Personally, Mr. Joncs is a man of large stature, and the accompany- 
ing cut gives an excellent reprceduction of his features. He is a man of 
pleasing address, great courtesy, and cultivated literary tastes.

The experiences of the brothers, John and Charles Wesley, are then briefly 
reviewed, Reference is next made to the mutiny in Oglethorpe’s regiment 
which occurred in November, 1738, and wherefrom that worthy narrowly es- 
caped death. In the following summer he undertook his famous journey 
to Coweta town for the purpose of conciliating the friendship and support 
of the Indian tribes. On his return to Savannah, ascertaining that war had 
- been declared between England and Spain, Genera} Ogiethorpe lost no time 
in preparing himself, as best he might, for existing conditions. After sey- 
eral preliminary demonstrations, his invasion of Florida was regularly com- 
menced in the spring of 1740. St. Augustine was his objective, and upon its 
capture he had fully determined. Certain details of his plans, however, mis- 
carrying, he was forced, within a few weeks, to raise the siege and return 
to Georgia. Two years later the Spanish retaliatory invasion of the Georgia 


colony was bravely met and defeated on historic St. Simon’s island, and soon 
the enemy, worsted at every point, Was compelled to withdraw from the scene 
of conflict. In the summer of 1743 General Oglethorpe bade a final adieu to 
Georgia, being succeeded in the administration of affairs by Colonel Wil- 
liam Stephens. Under the latter’s rule the Bosomworth matter, with all its 
exciting incidents, came up for cONsjderation. Attention is next directed to 
the Bethesda orphan house, brief allusion being made to the development of 
that noble charity. Adverting to P resident Stephens's incumbency, we 
would say that it was signalized by several important concessions from the 
Georgia trustees, the most notable having reference to the authorization of 
fee simple or absolute land titles, €nq to the introduction of slave labor. 
Henry Parker, upon Colonel Stephens’s retirement, succeeded the latter in 
the presidency of the colony. Coincigentally with his relinquishment of his 
official trust, the Georgia trustees Ceased to be identified with the piantatton, 
which was forthwith consigned to the keeping of the crown. During the in- 
terim, and until the arrival of the grt royal governor in the fall of 1754, 
Patrick Graham held office as presigent of Georgia.

With the installation of Dr, 
Lymen Hall as governor of Georgia IN the sequent January, her career as a 
sovereign and independent siate nad jts peginning. Thus are we introduced ta 
the fourth or last purt, which treats of Georgia as a commonwealth.

The next 
noteworthy event was Governor G@0rge M. Troup’s famous controversy with 
the general government in 1825-27, Which is ‘fully corsidered. Twenty years 
later came the Mexican var, which Was identified with Governor George W. 
Crawford’s second term as chief Magjctrate. A decsde afterwards Hen 
Joseph E. Brown was instdlled in the chair of state, which he worthily filled 
until the clcse of the war between the states, being perhaps the most re- 
markable of all the war governors. From the time when Georgia's secession 
ordinance was adopted to the date Of her final overthrow, he was a constant 
inspiration to his embattled people. Among the martial operations on Georgia 
soil wh:ch receive attention are: Forrest’s pursuit and capture of Streight’s 
detachment, the battle of Chickamauga, the Dalton-Atlanta campaign and 
Sherman’s march from Atlanta to the sea.

the experts in charge of affairs here. 
The mortality among the cases reported, 
however, has been far in excess of that 


of last year and in fact greater than 
that ascribed to the epidemic of 1878. 


The small number of cases, however, 
renders it difficult to strike a zeneral 
average wyich will accurately represent 
the comparative virulence of the present 
type of the disease. The marine hospital 
service has established a detention camp, 
or rather camp of refuge, near Jackson, 
to which all thosein infected houses are 
invited to retire in case they do not wish 
to go north or wish to go to some point 
in Mississippi. In the latter. event they 
are required to remain therein ten days, 
the full period of incubation, when they 
are given a certificate which will permit 
them to go to any point in the state, ir- 
respective of the quarantine. A large 
per cent of the white population of Jack- 
scn has left the city, but those who 
remain are taking things philosophically 
and all the business houses are cpen. 
Last year, it will be remembered, ¢very- 
thing was closed and during the whole 
quarantine there was not a symptum of 
business to be observed in the whole 
city. 

The infection has not extended very far, 
as there are only two infected points at 
present in the state of Mississippi--Jack- 
son and Mississippi City.

So successfully did he discharge 
the duties the position carried with it that 
his re-appointment without oppcsition 
was the result four years later. 

It was during his occupancy of this of- 
fice that Judge Harris laid solidly the 
foundation of his future political struct- 
ure, No friend he had made was allowed 
to cut the tie, while his constant aim was 
to add to the daily growing list. Three 
years after his appointment to the sec- 


valus counsel,

ond term he decided to make the race 
for congress from the seventh district. 
That district, known the country over as 
the Tenth Legion district, had been rep- 
resented by Hon. John Letcher, who was 
nominated for governon This vacancy 
placed Colonel James H. Skinner, of 
Staunton, one of the strongest men polit- 
ically in the valley, in the race for the 
place Letcher had so long and so ably 
filled. The democratic convention nomi- 
nated Colonel Skinner and Judge Harris 
came Out as an independent candidate. 
Colonel Skinner had seen young Har- 
ris grow up, and being a careful man him- 
self, realized that he had a hard fight on 
his hands. Young Harris’s friends were 
surprised at what appeared to be his au- 
dacity when he announced his candidacy, 
and many of them urged him not to sac- 
rifice himself, but he had studied the situ- 
ation thoroughly and went into the con-

test with a boldness and almost reck'less- 
ness that carried consternation into the 
camp of the Skinner crowd, old and tried 
politicians as they were. The campaign 
was a warm one and for years was point- 
ed to as one of the most remarkable in the 
valley. The end came with the voting, 
and when the count had been made the 
old seventh district had a new represen- 
tative in congress. As he entered the na- 
tional legislature the country was in the 
throes of the great revolution which came 
a year jater. Congressman Harris, on the 
floor, opposed with all his might a disso. 
lution of the union, and at home worked 
industriously against secession. Sogtrong- 
ly was he opposed to the ord'nance which 
carried the Old Dominion out of the feder- 
ation that he was designated as a union 
man—a term at that time far from popu- 
lar in the valley. But when Virginians 
decided to leave the union, Congressman 
Harris left Wilmington, and going with 
the majority of his state, gave the new 
government the full force of his support. 
His devotion to his native state was pro- 
nounced and in a short time the congress- 
man won back the old friends who had 
become estranged from him by his oppo- 
sition to secession. The county knew his 
worth better than any other section of 


| 


the state knew it then, and in cuntiite | 
about for a representative in the: genera! 
assembly at Richmond selected Congress- 
man Harris, the man who had been a pro- 
nounced unionist before the war began. 
For two terms he served Rockingham in 
the state assembly, and then came the 
end of the war. 

All through the struggle Congressman 
Harris had given his time and his ener- 
gies to the rrew government, and the 
archives of the old state covering that 
stormy period record his works and his 
words on more than one page. When 
the last chapter had been written and 
the legislators, like the warriors, returned 
to their homes out of jobs, Congressman 
Harris was one of the few who advocated 
a-wiping out of the past andanew start. 
He deciared that nothing could be gained 
by dwelling upon the évents of the last 
few years, ever declaimed the great work 
the south had done, though defeat had 
followed it all, and never more thrilled 
an audience than when reciting the deeds 
of Lee and his followers. He admitted 
that his country had been overcome and 
his best friends defeated, but asserted 
that nothing could be obtained by dwell- 
ing on that. He was quick to advocate 
the application of the energy of the peo- 
ple to the upbuilding of the country, and 
to stimulate those who had faith in him 
set to work himself. He was an early 
visitor to the national capital to secure 
what little advantage could be obtained 
for a fallen foe, and no few of the favors 
which came to the old state from the 
national government were the result of 
his watchfulness and his work. With 
Pierpont, the military governor of the 
state, he acquired an influence which he 
used to the advantage of his section. 
His ability as a lawyer secured for him 
the appointment as judge of the twelfth 
judicial district, and as judge he sat 
upon the circuit bench until 1869, when he 
retired because he could not take the 
test oath, an asseveration not only im- 
possible for any son of the Old Dominion, 
but distasteful and repugnant to all who 
read it except the carpet bagger who was 
benefited thereby. 

When the halls of the congress were 
thrown open again to the south Judge 
Harris sought election from his ald dis- 
trict, but was defeated by Willlam 
Milnes, a Pennsylvanian—a union soldier 
who had settled in Rockingham county 
immediately after the war and who sub- 
sequently made not only a good repre- 
sentative, but a good citizen of the 
atate. With the expiration of Milnes’s 
term Judge Harris went to congress, and 
there he remained uninterruptedly until 
he voluntarily retired in the early 
eighties While in congress he ranked 
among the leaders, and no member held 
better committee positions than he. IF#@: 
energy and his knowledge of law made 
him a place coveted by his associates, 
and when he retired from the nation’s 
assembly a good record was left behind— 
a record those who loved and admired 
him in life may point to with pride dur- 
ing the years to come. 

Judge Harris was not without acquaint- 
anceship in Atlanta and more than once 
has visited the Georgia city, each time 
being warmly welcomed by those who 
knew rim. Here he had a brother, one 
of four, each of whom had been suc- 
cessful in life. Hon. James O. Harris, 
for years one of Atlanta’s most promi- 
nent and useful men, was one of the 
four brothers who left Albermarle to 
show the world what that county could 
produce in the way of manhood. To the 
older Atlantians ro word need be said 
about ‘‘Uncle Jimmy”’ as every one nearly 
k:iew him. Few men could boast of 
more friends, and when it came to meas- 
uring strength before the voters of Ful- 
ton county none could beat him. Like 
his brother, the congressman, polities 
was his element, and to neither was 


there an electioneering point not worth 
trying. Alike pleasant and affable they 
were happiest when making a@ new 
friend or serving an old one, The other 
two brothers attained distinction no less 
pronounced during their lives. One, 
Dr. Cc. A. Harris, was for years at the 
head of the Wesleyan Female Seminary, 
one of the leading educational institu- 
tions in Staunton, Va.,. while the other, 
Dr. Clem R. Harris, was a leader among 
the practitioners in that same city. 

Two nephews of Judge Harris are well 
known Atlantians, Messrs. Clem R., and 
Dan Harris, while three sons survive 
him to perpetuate his name. The eldest 
is Graham Harris, a leading attorney <§ 
Chicago, the second is John T, Harris, 
a successfful lawyer of Harrisonburg, 
while the third is Dr. H. N. T. Harris, a 
surgeon in the United States navy. 

Judge Harris’s home life was an ideal 
one. Among men he was firm and deter- 
mined almost to harshness on gccasion, 
but once within the portals of his home 
all. those characteristics disappeared and 
there no man was kinder or gentler. His 
wife was his life, his growing sons and 
daughters were the objects of his deepest 
devotion. It was ever his aim to make 
his home the most popular place for his 
childfen, and having succeeded in this, 
he had the satisfaction of seeing, in-bis 
declining years, promising boys and girls 
develop into sturdy and successful men 
and women. His last days were passed 
with those he loved best around him. He 
knew for months before the end came 
that his hours were numbered and it wa? 
at that period of his life he showed his 
true manhood. Calmly and patiently he 
waited for the end, ready to go and give 
an account to his Creator for the works 


he had done in life. Hh

times, 

There has been much criticism by the 
English themselves of the low physical 
standard of the army recruits,.and more 
than one British authority has referred to 
them as a lot of “half-grown boys.” A 
British officer of high standing, who ad- 
mits that many immature youngsters find 
their way into the ranks, says this Is a 
good thing on the: whole. His theory is 
that the recrult who begins his service be- 
fore attaining full growth will soon ‘‘fiil 
out,” thus acquiring the proper size and 
weight. Meanwhile he will receive his 
training as a soldier at just the time it 
is most likely to produce a lasting im- 
pression upon him in every way. In fact, 
he continues, many commanding oflicers 
have reported that young recruits often 
develop into more satisfactory soldier 
than older men, because they ~veceived 
their military training during and not 
after the formative period of their lives. 
It should be understood that not ail 
British recruits are of inferior physical 
types. 
in her majesty’s service and many cf 
them are splendid chaps todily. They 
enter the crack regiments, of course.

In time 
‘of war the duties of the British soldier 
are fike: the duties of all soldiers en- 
gaged In actual fighting; in time of peace 
they are far more arduous than those of 
the American soldier, a much greater de- 
gree of attention being bestowed upon 
the condition of arms and accoutrements, 
trimness of uniform, etc., than here. On 
the whole the cavalryman has. more 
work in peaceful times than the foot 
soldier, for the cavalryman hag his horse 
as well as himself to keep in constant 
condition.

VERLOOKING tha blue waters 
() of the China sea, and, in its turn, 

overlooked by a _ tropical sun, 
stands an ancient fortification, from the 
summit of which the British flag lags 
lazily in the still air. Away to the rim 
of sight the shallow swells wash among 
many sprinkled islands, where the dim 
life of the far east still dreams on un- 
touched by the centuries. It is a water 
junk haunted, and where it slips up into 
the mainland through long and tortuous 
inlets pirates are said to dwell in sun- 


smitten lagoons. Yellow pirates, blue 
amethyst seas, black and unhandy sail- 
ing craft, and occasionally the long 


smoke-trail of a big steamer nearing the 
end of her run toward the rising sun. 
The site of the fort had been chosen by 
some long forgotten strategist. Its 
natural powers of defense were remark- 
able, and a good deal of modern masonry 
egrafted upon these old-world beginnings 
still lifted an uneven yet solid front sea- 
wards. 


Such is Fort Tcheu viewed close at 
hand.

A Memory of Poe. 
CHARLES W. HUBNER.~

Thinking about all this, and 
especially of the tragedy of his death, my 
memory recalled an incident. connected with 
the latter, which made a profound impression 
upon me at the time, although I was but a 
boy just entering my teens. 
As is well known, Poe died at the Washinx- 
ton hospital in Baltimore, October 5, 1849, and 
was buried October &th. I happened to be in 
that part of the city on some errand for my 
mother, and while passing the hospital th» 
gates were opened and several gentlemen caine 
out, bearing a plain coffin between them. A 
few friends followed the coffin to the hearse in 
the street. Two or three pedestrians stopped 
like myself to see the coffin put into tho 
hearse.

Poe’s graye remained unnoticed and neglect- 
ed for many years, but finally, ‘‘he came into 
his own,’’ and the memory of America’s il- 
lustrious poet has been honored in my native 
city in a manner worthy of his fame.

Then 
there are cedars, ebony, timber which 
will do for ships, and the yacal tree from 
which logs fifty feet long are cut and 
which is so hard that it will withstand 
the attacks of the white ants. If the 
Philippines are kept by the United States 
these timber lands will be opened up in 
some way. We will send out scientists 
from our forestry department to investi- 
gate them from a practical standpoint, 
‘and we hope to do this just as soon as 
the insurrection has been quelled. We

The statehouse stands well back from 
the street and on considerably higher 
ground. The distance between the capitol

steps. It is told of Dewey that 
his favorite plays as a boy was to run 
races with the other boys down over his 
space blindfolded to see who could go the 
fastest without falling headlong or run- 
ning into the iron fence at the bottom. 

Beneath the lofty doric portico of the 
capitol is an excellent marble statue of 
Ethan Allen, Vermont’s” revolutionary 
hero. This statue was erected many 
years ago and the space at the opposite 
end of the portico, on the other side of 
the great entrance doors, has always been 
vacant. Now it is proposed by some 
Admiral Dewey's friends to put a statue 
of him into this space, thus setting be- 
side the statue of Alien that of Vermont's 
greatest naval commander, and the 
necessary funds to provide for this are 
being provided. How little did the boy 
George Dewey think that some day his 
statue in marble would be set up to lgoK 
down to the site of his old home, over 
the race course ‘which as a boy he ran 
blindfolded. 

Dewey's fondness for leadership and 
for war plays found scope when he was a 
boy in inventing and performing “war 
dramas’ in a theater which he arranged 
‘in the loft of his father’s barn when that 
was empty of hay and at other times in 
the shedchamber of the house. The cur- 
tain was a buffalo robe hung Over a pole, 
the seats were boards laid over boxes 
and the price of admission was five pins. 
The plays were usually of a military na- 
ture, tragic and gory, and the boy actors 
did great execution with some pistols and 
swords which they possessed. The ad- 
miral’s gister, in recalling these dramatic 
triumphs, says that they had such a 
fascination for her that she never failed 
to pay her five pins and attend, although 
she was s0 afraid of the shooting that 
she always insisted on being allowed to 
sit on the back seat. Once the actors 
Made so much noise with their firearms 
that the mothers of some of them heard 
the racket and, becoming alarmed, inter- 
viewed Dr. Dewey on the subject with 
the result that the theater was obliged to 
close for the time being, right in the 
midst of a most successful season. 

Dr. Dewey himself was an inveterate 
joker. It has no doubt been a wonder 
to many people how s0 voluminous anh 
amount of information concerning the 
Dewey family as has been published 
could have been obtained so quickly. For 
the last twenty-five years Mr. William T., 
Dewey, of Montpelier, the admiral’s 
nephew, has been an indefatigable col- 
lector. of geologica] data and general in- 
formation about the family as a diversion 
during his leisure time. All of the family

hendreds of dollars will frequently be 
made him for winning a ‘ace, and the 
lad’s brother, who trains him, expects 


that George will make more than $50,000 a 
year all told. 

Many a boy will envy the iot of George 
(dom, and, perchance, strive to emulate 
him, but before doing so let him stop and 
think of the life this jocKey leads. When, 
mounted on a great powerful race horse 
like Mesmerist, young Odom canters out 
on the track invariably a gasp of amaze- 
ment and pity is heard from the grand 
stand. The eyes of every woman are 
turned on this little fellow with a baby 
face, and the wonder is that he can even 
maintain his scat. 

There are, perhaps, fifteen horses in 
the race with combinations of jockeys, 
skilled and unprincipled, whose object is 
to get Odom “‘in a pocket’ or crusn him 
against the rail—anything to prevent him 
from winning. But this lad is not to be 
intimidated, and will take any chance. 
Thousands of persons all over the coun- 
try are betting on kis horse, oftentimes 
only because Odom is the rider. 

The instructions are to ‘‘take the rail’ 
at all hazards, and this is one of the 
most dangerous feats in turf riding. It 
means ‘that with horses tearing along 
like mad all about him, and purposely 
blocking him off, that he may not get 

the most advantageows position. The 
jockey must guide his horse to the rail 
and, if necessary, force him in between 
the rail and another mount, whereupon, 
he is hurled against the stanch wooden 
fence with such force that one can al- 
most hear his bones crunching. After 
‘taking the rail,’’ a boy will often be 
practically paralyzed for days and the 
whole side of his body discolored. 
George Odom is one of the few jockeys 
who will take the rail, and the betting 
world knows this. Moreover, he weighs 
but eighty-seven pounds and keeps in 
splendid training. Like the other boys 
he must go to bed at 8 oclock cvery 


evening, attend church on Sundays, use 
no tobacco or alcoholic stimulants and 
continually take lonk walks in heavy 


colthes in order to keep down his flesh. 
He spends his evenings quietly reading 
some gvod novel or a history and is a 
modest, unassuming little fellow whom 
association with the racing track has not 
contaminated. He is a Georgia boy by 
birth and has all the pleasant little cour- 
tesies and manners of the south.

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AN ASYLUM FOR HORSES. 


providing an asylum for 
undoubtedly inspired by the 
London Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals. However, neither 
the English nor American society has 
done more than lead the way. The 
horses’ rest. is a separate pMlanthropic 
scheme, and works on independent lines 
The asylum plan has proved so we'icome 
and helpful] in Engiand that it is now 
proposed to repeat the experiment in New 
York city. 

The plan of the horse asylum is this: 
The broken down studs of the cabby, 
the worn out horse of the hawker, the 
truckman, the lame and the halt animal 
of the poor carter—any borse, in fact, 
that needs rest and good care may have 
it on payment of a moderate sum, by the 
owner, and a fresh horse will be sup- 
plied while the recovery of the old ani- 
mal is taking place. 

It is, of course, not an institution for 
the well-to-do, but for the benefit of the 
pas>. In one respect only could the 
former take advantage of the home. He 
might, on payment of an annual] fee, 
place a useless but favorite old horse in 
the institution to be well cared for until 
death came. But it is to the poor cab- 
man, the hawker, the carter and those 
who cannot, if they would, stop the 
strain on their beasts that the home is of 
greatest benefit. Night and day, cabby 
and his faithful horse are cailed out; 
slippery pavements, crowded streets, 
storm, heat or co.d, alike make no dif- 
ference. There is no chance for recupera- 
tion once the overwork begins to tell. 

Now the conditions are different and 
the three homes of rest now open in Lon- 
don have done an immense amount of 


good to hundreds of brokendown ani- 
mals. ’

what is done for them is shown by the 
statement of an old cabman whose horse 
had been in one of the homes: “‘I hap- 
pened to be driving a fare along Wille- 
den Lane,’ said he, ‘“‘and when I came 
to the gate of the home I had the great- 
est trouble to get the old mare to pass, 
for she seemed determined to go in.”’

A GARDEN ON A WINE BOTTLE. 


Here Is the Way To Keep a Pretty 
Green Ornament All Winter and 
Yet Have No Trouble and No 
Expense. 

Don’t throw away that old wine bot- 
tle—make it a thing of beauty and a 
joy, if mot forever, at least for many 
weeks to come. Take ‘some cheap cot- 
ton wadding, soak it in oil and then 
wrap a thin layer of it evenly around 


an old wine bottle, beginning at the 
top and working towards the bottom. 
of the bottle. Tie it firmly in place 


with a string at top and bottom. Fill 
the bottle with water, and then pour 
plenty of water over and through the 
wadiing. Buy some water cress seed 
from the florist and scatter it liberally 
over the wadding. Put some twisted 
strands of wool, three or four strands 
in each §:ck, and four wicks for each 
bottle into the bottle, so that they reach 
to the bottom and hang over the top 
about three or four inches. These wicks 
will draw the water up and distribute it 
drop by drop over the wadding. In three 
or four days you will find that yc@r bot- 
tle is covered with the green sprouts of 
water cress, and that these sprouts grow 
very rapidly. As they grow coarse or 
long, trim with a pair of old scissors, 
and you can keep this pretty green or- 
nament as long as you please if you will 
only refill the bottie with water when- 
ever you find that the wicks cease to 
distribute the required moisture over the 
growing plants. Do not keep the bottle 
too near the register or stove, and it 
will last all winter with very little care, 
giving you a nice green, fresh looking 
ornament ‘for the sitting room table, 
if set on a plate to keep the dampness 
from spoiling the cloth or table.

WORK OF MR. TENNEY.

land in 1638 to New England, on account 
of religious persecution. He was an in- 
dependent and came to this country in 
search of a home where he might enjoy 
freedom of worship and conscience. This 
founder of the Tenney family in America 
heeame the ancestor of twenty-seven min- 
iscers of the gospel directly in the Tenney 


‘line, among whom are included the sub- 


ject of this sketch and his two sons. 

“For eight generations the Tenneys, 
from father to son, have been baptized 
in infancy and with one exception have 
been professing Christians. 

‘On his mother’s side of the house, Mr. 
Tenney is of Scotch-Irish extraction. His 
mother, who is still laving, at the great 
age of eighty-seven years, is a Scotch-
